IJo 3 03  put  the  brazen  serpen t  before  the  children 
of  Israel  in  their  v:un d er  1  n cs 9  and  the  Jewish 
Ligh-priests  v:ore  an  emblem  called  the  ephod 
cud  breast-plate.  ThG  breast-plate  contained 
four  rows  of  precious  3 tones,  three  in  a  row, 
one  for  each  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

Thus  we  have  the  first  coat  of  arns.  Tradition 
claims  that  each  of  tha  twelve  tribes  carried  a 
banner,  decorated  v/i  tii  a  fijire  tekon  from 
Jacob's  prophecy.  Tlx;  early  Christians  rectal 
thoir  ^r63  upon  the  cross,  but  certainly  the 
greatest  impetus  was  given  tc  heraldry  v/lven  the 
brave  Crusaders  irarcl-ed  forth  to  rescue  t  he  Crocs 
from  the  barbarians.  Lor^  before  Columbus  came 
to  America,  th  e  Indians  had  their  totom.  Jo  both 
the  Christian  religion  and  the  pugen  religion  liaa 
its  symbol.
